INQUIRY,

Yesterday Mr. Nicholas O'Dwyer, B.E., 
Local Government Inspector, opened “an 
inquiry at the Town Hall, Waterford, 
into the management of the affairs of the 
city. by the Corporation of -Waterford. 
The inquiry was the result of a petition 
which had been sent to the Minister of 
Local Government containing the names 


of four-sevenths of the ratepaying com- 
munity in the city. 


RATEPAYERS’ CASE, - 


INCREASING EXPENDITURE. 

Mr.. J. Connolly (instructed by Messrs. 
Dobbyn and McCoy), who appeared for the 
petitioning ratepayers, state 
annual value of Waterford City on the new 
valuation was £77,000.. Thé new valuation 
came into operation after the year ending 
March 3ist, 1926. Previous to that time the 
valuation had been £51,000:. The present 
rate for the City of Waterford for 1 was 
18s. in the £ on the new valuation. That 
represented 21s. 5d. in the £ on the previous 
valuation. The high rate of’ municipal” ex- 
penditure had been growing yearly, and the 
citizens considered that it could be borne no 
longer. They did not base their case for the 
inquiry on the question of abnormally. high 
rates alone, they also’ said that the ublic 
services were a disgrace to a city like Water. 
ford, They alleged that there had been mis- 
management. 

They would show in the course of the in- 
quiry how in almost every department of ad- 
ministration there had been an abnormal in- 
crease of expenditure, and that there had 
been in the various departments ineptitude 
and inefficiency: In 1914 the weekly wage of 
the outdoor staff was £116 15s, 9d., the 
yearly amount being £6,072 19s., and for 
1926 the weekly wage bill was £348 and the 
yearly amount £18,0 In 1914 the labourers 
employed by the Corporation received 17s. 
each. That was increased to 19s. in 1915, in 
1916 to 25s., in 1918 to 27s., and Jaier to 
35s.. in 1919 to 37s, 6d., and later to 46s. Jn 
April, 1920, they rose to 55s. 3d.. That 
figure was the present rate. The ordinary 
rate in the-city for builders who had not 
constant employment was 43s. 1d. per week. 

COMMERCIAL MEN'S OPINIONS. 

Mr. James Aylward, President of the 
Waterford Chamber of .Commerce, in reply 
to Mr. Connolly, stated that the petition to 
the Minister was drawn up and signed by 
ratepayers, including religious institutions, 
business men, and al] other classes, The 
streets, as a whole, were in a very unsatis- 
factory state, and the present scheme of 
public lighting was only a stopgap, and a 
new one had to be gone on with, The water 
supply was turned off between 9,50 p.m. and 
11 pim. in different parts of the city until 
the early hours of the morning. The scaveng- 
ing of the streets was not well done and the 
hours of collection were not early, but since 
the institution of the inquiry an improvement 
had taken place. The ferry service was very 
antiquated, and though the loss on it was 
much greater this year the Corporation had 
made no effort to reduce it. A large amount 
of the poor rates had been written off by the 
auditor. 

Referring to the Town Clerk’s staff, the 
witness said that the late Town Clerk em- 
ployed two assistants at his ‘own expense, 
and there were now employed there four 
assistants paid by the Corporation. Although 
the Corporation received from £8,000 to 
£9,000 as road grants, which were 
expended oon. the. streets, there was 
no reduction’ in maintenance charges. 
A number of Town Councillors were in ar- 


rears for rates to March 3lst, 1926. Some 
had paid since; one member of the Cor . 
tion was £171 17s, 1d. in arrears, The high 
rates: affected the city by keeping business 
at a standstill, ahd stopped factories or new 
works in the city. The margarine factory had 
closed; Denny’s were closing their factory, 
and they stated that overhead expenses were 
too high and should be cut, Ne effort was 
made by the Corporation to invite enterprise, 
but the present Mayor had tried to bring 
about an. improvement. In the Corporation 
outdoor staff were some old men, who should 
really be pensioned off. 

Mr. J, Geoghegan, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
P. A Murphy for the Corporation)}—Do you 
say that there is ineptitude’—Yes; in the 
Streets Department. 

Is that the only department’—The only 
one tliat I know. 

What ts inept in that department !—It) is 
& very common sight to see labourers stand- 
ing about doing nothing. The Streets De- 
partment, he said, was the worst, and more 
economies could be made there than afiy- 
where else: The Corporation were wrong‘ to 
have the city re-valued, because what they 
wanted was a general levelling up. 

To Mr. W. J. Lennon (who, instructed by 
Mr. R. J. Farrell, appeared on behalf of the 
Corporation officials), with regard to the 
Town Clerk and his staff, the witness ad- 
mitted that from 1920 to 1926 the’ officials 
had to attend council and committee :méét- 
ings at night, which meant extra hours, He 
did not know that a lot of Oireachtas légis: 
lation had greatly increased the work of the 
Town Clerk and his officials. He would not 
object to the Town Clerk and his officials 
being--paid good salaries if the: rates were 
brought down. 

The inquiry’ was adjourned until ‘to-day 


LOSS TO THE CHURCH. 
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LORD RANFURLY’S 
DEPARTURE. 


Addressing the annual Easter Vestry at 
Dungannon the Rev. Canon McEndoo, M.A., 
said that he felt bound to refer to the. pass- 
ing from their parish of one family which’ 
for many generations had been closely asso- 
ciated with St. Anne’s Church and with all 
that made for its welfare. It would be im- 
possible to recount how much Drumglass 
parish owed to the Ranfurly family. 

In 1870, when the Church of Ireland was 
disestablished and disendowed, and serious 
doubts were entertained as to whether a 
rector and curate could be ‘maintained in 
Dungannon, the Ranfurly contributions were 
munificent. Three years earlier, when the 
present church was erected, a very large pro- 
portion ‘of the entire cost came from that 
family. Most of the artistic ornaments and 
memorials, including the picturesque turret 
clock, the font, the stained, glass window in 
the south transept, and the beautiful east 
window were gifts of members of the family, 
and never since, in spite of reduced rents and 
inereased taxation, had the church. been 
allowed. to suffer. - | 

While many other landlords felt obliged to 
eut down their charch subscriptions, the 
Earl of Ranfurly never did; and now, 
through such oppressive taxation, as was un- 
known in any other country in the’world, he 
was reluctantly forced to part with ‘the in- 
heritance of his fathers and. to bid farewell 
to the town and district where he had been 
so well known and so much loved. Nor was 
it merely Drumglass parish that would miss 
hira and his; the whole neighbourhood would 
be the poorer. His beautiful ‘and spacious 
park. was thrown open to the public,. and 
what this inestimable boon meant to old and 
young, and especially to mothers and their 
little children, would only be fully appre- 
ciated when it was lost to them for ever.

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INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMY. 
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THE GENEVA: CONFERENCE. 

The problems to be discussed by. the Inter- | 
national Ecénomic Conference, which meets 
at Geneva next month,, when’ delegates from 
the Irish Free State will attend, were. out- 
lined in a lecture given. by Mr. R. C. 
Ferguson to the ag, of Nations. Society, 
at.5 Leinster street, Dublin, yesterday. 

The best. that could be hoped for Bass, 
said Mr. Ferguson, in view of all the restric- 
tions and prohibitions that. had arisen since 
1914, was to get back to the position as it 
existed in, i913.. If the Conference did 
nothing more. than that it would have accom- i 
plished something well worth doing. One of 
the objectives of the Conference was to make 
it múch more easy to proceed by way of 
agreement between industries in different 
countries on an international basis, rather 
than; as, hitherté, between country and 
country. This virtually meant the use of the 
cartel trust, or “‘ combine,’” as a means of 
overcoming iriternational difficulties. The 
Conference would lean in ‘that direction in 
regard to ttades capable of such arrange- 
ment. The industries, by their own volition, 
could get away from ‘the’ Governments, and 
by their own private arrangements get behind 
any tariff barriers.’ Attention would be paid 
by the Conference to the problem of using 
the cartels to defeat tariffs, restrictions and 
discriminations. The central idea was that 
international organisation might, in the end, 
be the best and most rapid way of nullifying 
the folly of Governments. 

One important document which would. be 
placed before the Conference showed that 
there had been a shifting of the trade of 
Europe to the East, West and South. Europe 
had lost ground seriously, and the Confer- 
ence would: try to get, by international 
‘action, much the same results as had been 
obtained from the ‘nineties down to 1915 by 
Government action. That, if if: could be 
done, would save Europe from sliding further 
down the hill, | 

During the discnssion which followed the 
lectare,, Mr. R. J. P. Mortished said that he 
had no great ‘hope of immediate or definite 
results from the Conference, but if it stimu- 
lated the study of economic affairs from the 
interhational. point of view, and if it could 
be followed by a further Economic Confer- 
ence they might: get at least a certain degree 
of stability.

‘““(1) Loss of the British Fleet; (2) failure , 
of the’ fishing; 6) the. guota íor America | 
and the difkcu ty of getting intending | 
emigrants away; (4) the coal. strike, which 
rendered unemployed many of the men who 
were in the habit. of working, in the biast- | 
furnacés and mines of South Wales, where | 
they, earned good wages.” 

‘He suggested three ways that might help in 
the future :-—‘1) Revival of cottage indusiries ; 
[2)' revival of local agricultural shows; and 
(3) increasing the number of sheep in. the 
district. ©The Minister for Education might 
sanction. the use of the schoolhouse for winter 
evening classes, where tho older children 
could be taught spinning, ‘weaving; net- 
making, carpentry, carving, lace-making, etc. 
The people, he-says, must be taught. to work. 
It will not do to be content: ta live on the 
few pounds that come from America or upon 
the earnings that come from labour in Wales.

“I found as much poverty in Glengariffe 
as in Adrigole—in’ fact, the people of Adrigole 
are rather ashamed. oí what happened there ;

CO. DOWN BANKRUPTCY SEQUEL, 

On the appeal of the Curtis Automobile 
Company, Limited, Abbey road, Park 
Royal, London, Lord Justice Andrews and 
Lord Justice Best, in the Court ot Appeal, 
Belfast, yesterday, set aside an order of the 
Lord Chief Justice in bankruptcy in declar- 
ing, on the application of the assignees, that 
a Lancia omnibus was the property of Rankin 
and Shilliday, Donaghadee, County Vowa, 
bankrupts, on the date of their adjudication, 

The omnibus was obtained by the bank- 
rupts upon a hire purchase agreement for 
£1,207, and, in addition to an initial pay- 
ment £400, they paid the first four 
monthiv instalments of £40 15s. ód. each, 
using the 'bns as a public conveyance.

With that view Lord Justice Andrews and 
Lord Justice Best were unable to agree. In 
their opinion, the omnibus, in the circum. 
stances of the case, never passed to the hirers. 
They set aside the Lord Chief Justice’s order 
with costs, and declared that the omnibus 
at the date ofthe adjudication was, and 
still was, the property of the Curtis Com- 
pany, to whom the assiguees should deliver 
I up.

behalf of the Revenue Commissioners, appli 

| for an order that the order of the ief 

Registrar in Bankruptcy, dated the 9th March 


| last, be rescinded, and that in lieu thereof it 


might be declared that the assessments on 
the bankrupt for.income tax referred to in an 
affidavit were conclusive and binding on the 
ssignees, and for an order that the Revenue 
vommissioners might be admitted as creditors 
for the amount of the assessments. 

It appeared that at a sitting before the 
Chief Registrar on the 9th of last March for 
the proof and admission of debts the Inland 
Revenue Commissioners, who had made a 
claim to be admitted as creditors for the 
amount of certain assessments for income tax 
on the bankrupt, and not appealed against by 
him, contended that the assessments were 
final and binding on all parties, and that the 
amount of the assessments could not now be 
questioned by any party. The assignees sub- 
mitted that the assessments were not binding 
as against them. 

The Chief Registrar, in his report of the 
investigation at the sitting, stated that he 
thought he was acting in accordance with the 
principles laid down’ in the Court of A I 
in the case of in re Van Laun (1907 1 K.B., 
1907 2 K.B. SO) in holding that as against 
the assignees an assessment on the bankrupt 
for income tax was not conclusive. In t 
present case the facts as to the bankrupt’s 
position when the assessments were made 
and the variety of the claims made for income 
tax were amply sufficient) to justify the 
assignees in requiring that the amount for 
which the debtor ought to be liable should be 
shown. He had, therefore, adjourned the 
sitting, to be re-entered when the Inland 
Revenue Commissioners were prepared to 
prove that the amount of the assessments 
made were just and proper, having regard to 
the bankrupt’s income at the material times, 
or, if this could not be done, to show for 
what amount they should be justly entitled 
to prove for. 

Mr. Blood, K.C., and Mr. Gavan Duffy 
(instructed by Messrs. Scallan and Co.) ap- 
peared for the assignees. 

The official assignee, it was stated, desired 
to have the assessments re-opened and 
examined, with a view to seeing whether they 
could be supported, and the question now 
argued at great length was whether or not 
the Court was entitled to go behind the 
assessment.

ACTION AGAINST DENTIST FAILS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND 
A COMMON JURY.) 
An action was heard in which Charles 
McGrane, an infant, suing by his father, John 
McGrane, a labourer, of Swords, Co. Dublin, 
claimed damages against J. W. Lauder, 
dentist, of 77 South Cireular road, Dublin, 
for personal injuries caused by the alleged 
negligence of the defendant in the driving of 
a motor cycle. 

The plaintiff's case was that he was on the 
road at Swords on 15th December, 1926, when 
the defendant’s motor cycle collided with him, 
causing injuries which permanently disfigured 
and disabled him. The defendant, he alleged, 
was negligent in the driving and control of 
the motor cycle. 

The defendant denied negligence and 
pleaded contributory negligence. The plain- 
tiff, he stated, dashéd out in front of the 
motor cycle from behind a bread van. The 
defendant did all that was possible to avoid 
the accident. The child, when it was being 
dressed by a nurse at Swords, said: “ It was 
my own fault.” 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked where was the 
evidence of negligence in the case. 

Mr. Rowe, who, with Mr. Martin Maguire, 
R.C. (instructed by Mr. J. J. Early), ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, submitted that the 
defendant was negligent in starting up his 
motor-cycle from behind a breadvan, from 
a place where he could not give proper warn- 
ing. There was an onus on the defendant, 
he submitted, when starting from that point, 
to see that he had a clear road.

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COMPANY'S APPEAL.

An interesting case was heard concerning 
the rights and liabilities of an insurance 

company under a policy of insurance. 

The Irish Life and General Insurance 
Company appealed against a decision of 
Judge Pigot in awarding £30 to Christopher 
Kelly, 8 Upper Kevin street, in an action 
in which the plaintiff sued the company on 
foot of a policy of hfe instirance effected by 
him on the life of one of his sisters. 

It see from the evidence that in the 
proposal of insurance made in October, 1924, 
which was afterwards incorporated in the 
policy, the plaintiff declared that his sister 
did not suffer from disease, and was never 
in a sanatorium, but the plaintiff denied that 
such questions were ever put to him by the 
company's agent. Miss Kelly died in Sep- 
tember of 1926, and the company refused to 
pay the amount of the policy, on the grounds 
that the plaintiff warranted his sister to be 
in good health, although before the policy 
was issued she had been treated for pul- 
monary trouble, and later died at the Pigeon 
House Sanatorium, 

The Court, holding that there was non- 
disclosure of material facts, and that answers 
in the proposal of insurance were not true in 
fact, reversed Judge Pigot’s decision, and 
dismissed the action with costs,

BREACHES OF PHARMACY 
ACT, 


MEMBER OF SOCIETY 
FINED, 


There were several summonses at the 
suit of the Pharmaceutical Society of Ire- 
land against Mr. Joseph Patrick Dowliny. 
M.P.S.L, at Kilbeggan (Co. Westmeath 
District Court yesterday. He was fined 
£16 and £5 5s. costs. 

Mr. Dowling is the owner of two establish- 
ments—one at Kilbeggan and the other at 
Clara, King’s County. Six of the summonses 
charged him with breaches of the law in 
conection with his Kilbecgan shop, and four 
had reference to the Clara establishment. 
One of the Kilbeggan summonses charged him 
with that he, being a person lawfully keeping 
open shop for retailing poisons, did not 
personally manage and conduct it, and the 
yetailing and mixing cf poisons in it, and did 
not employ for these purposes as an assistant 
or manager a duly registered chemist or 
druggist, or registered druggist, or pharma- 
ceutical chemist or licentiate apothecary. 4 

The second summons charged him with a 
breach of the same section in that, being a 
person lawfully keeping open shop for ¢is- 
pensing and compounding medical pres. rip- 
tions, he did not employ for this purpose as 
an assistant or manager a duly qualified 
pharmaceutical chemist or licentiate apothe- 
cary. 

In a third summons he was charged with 
selling on the 8th December last poison— 
emetic tartar, contained in Harvey's aconite 
powders——and failing to make the entries pre- 
scribed by Section 2 of the Sale of Poisons 
(Ireland) Act, 1870. 

A fourth summons charged a breach of the 
same section by selling the aconite powders 
to a person unknown, and who was not in- 
troduced by some person known to him. A 
fifth summons charged a further breach of the 
same section by failing to have the wrapper 
or cover labelled with the name and address 
of the seller. The sixth summons charged a 
similar offence to the last-mentioned in con- 
nection with the sale of laudanum. 


SALE OF LAUDANUM. 

Two of the summonses in connection with 
the Clara establishment were ia similar terms 
to the first two mentioned Kilbeggan sum- 
monses, and a third and fourth charged 
breaches of Section 2 of the Act of 1870 by 
the sale of carbolic acid and Jaudanum re- 
spectively on February 4th last. 

Mr. William Campbell Meeke., solicitor, who 
conducted the prosecution on behalf of the 
Pharmaceutical Societv, said that the defend- 
ant had recklessly and callously left these two 
shops to the charge of two young women, 
without regard to the health of the people, 
and without regard to what might happen as 
a result of leaving to them the compounding 
of prescriptions involving the life and death 
of people. 

Mr. Meeke intimated that he would with

“ NO COMPROMISE.” 

In a letter to the President of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society, Mr. Dowling stated :— “ To 
save them (Society) this expense, and so 
that their funds will not suffer, 1 am pre- 
pared to admit definitely breaking Pharmacy 
and Poisons Acts, and to renew undertaking 
not to do so again; also to pay maximum 
penalty, £5 or £10, in connection with 
Pharmacy Act and solicitor’s fee in connec- 
tion with same, if they will let the matter 
rest at that.” 

Mr. Meeke said that the practice of the 
Pharmaceutical, Society was that, in all cases 
where they had evidence of an offence, there 
was no compromise. They had a statutory 
duty to perform for the protection of the 
public, and that duty they did perform. 

Mr. H. F. Brennan, solicitor, addressing 
the justice on behalf of the defendant, said 
that in some respects he thought Mr. Meeke 
had said a great deal too much. Since 1915 
Mr. Dowling had been a Licentiate of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland, and, with 
the exception of two months’ absence in the 
year during the last few years, when he had 
gone to Dublin to attend medica! lectures, 
he had been living in Clara. Until last 
July he had a qualified chemist at Kilbeggan. 

“ AGAINST ORDERS.” 

There was now also at Kilbeggan a fully 
qualified chemist, capable of making up 
any prescriptions which might be re- 
quired. They had never heard of any 
mishaps having occurred as a result of the 
carrying on of the Kilbeggan shop. It was 
against orders to make up prescriptions at 
Kilbeggan. They were sent to Clara to be 
made up there by Mr. Dowling himself. The 
prosecution had done this much: @ had 
taught Mr. Dowling that he must keep the 
law, and he would undertake through him 
(Mr. Brennan) that the law would be strictly 
observed by him in future. He would ask 
the justice, under the circumstances, to im- 
pose nominal fines. 

A SERIOUS CASE. 

Justice O'Donoghue said thet he regarded 
the case as a rather serious one. He imposed 
a fine of £5 on each of two summonses, which 
referred to the failure to keep yualified as- 
sistants at Kilbeggan and Clara, and on each 
of the remaining six summonses he imposed a 
fine of £l,-and allowed £5 5s costs, making 
the entire penalty £21 5s.

HEARD.

The Circuit Appeal Commissioners, who 
have been appointed to deal with the arrears 
of appeals trom the Circuit Judges to the 
High Court, disposed of the first of the six 
hundred appeals yesterday. Mr. Fatrick 
Lynch, K.C., President of the Appeal Com- 
missioners’ Courts, sat with Mr w. 4. 
Shannon, K.C., in the temporary court 
afforded by the Chapel Royal, and a number 
of coun.el and solicitors attended. 

Among the several cases before their lord- 
ships was that of Reid v. Weir, on appeal 
from the Circuit Judge of Dublin. The case 
was one in which the plaintiff, Mrs. Mary 
Reid, of Firhouse, Tallaght, County Dublin, 
claimed damages sustaived while travellin 
in the Rathmines Urban District Gaid 
ambulance, which collided with a motor wdeli- 
very van, the property of the respondent. 
The case, which had attracted a good deal 
of public attention. was the subject of pre- 
vious cross actions, the Rathmines Urban 
District Council, Mr. Weir, and Mrs. Reid, 
the ben in the present case, being con- 
cerned. 

Mr Joseph Mooney, B.L. (instructed by Mr. 
John Sheil, solicitor), said that the accident 
occurred at the junction of the Terenure road 
and Rathgar avenue. He contended that 
the driver of Mr. Reid’s van was negligent 
in driving into the main road at an excessive 
speed. The driver. in evidence in the court 
below, swore that he was obeying the signal 
of a police constable, but the constable, in 
evidence, stated that he was not on traffic 
duty, but was talking to a lady motorist 
at the time, and had his back to the direc- 
tion from which the delivery van was 
coming. Both vehicles were damaged in the 
impact, and the .appellant, who was accom- 
panying a woman relative to the Meath Hos- 
pital, received serious injuries. 

Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., giving judg- 
ment, said that he could find no evidence to 
convict the driver of the van of negligent 
driving. He helieved that the ambulance 
was going at a fast rate, and that the driver 
did not anticipate the motor van’s coming 
out of Rathgar avenve. Mr. Shannon, 
Appeal Jndge, agreed, the appeal being dis- 
missed with costs. 

Mr, Conor Maguire, B.L., appeared for 
the respondent and defendant. 

A number of other cases on the Dublin 
Circuit were also dealt with by the Com- 
missioners.

RATEPAYERS’ 
CRITICISM, 
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From Our BELFAST CORRESPONDENT. 
The famous Antrim coast road, which 
runs from Larne to Cushendun, a distance 
of nearly thirty miles, with magnificent 
views of seascape and headland, is one 
of the finest motor roads in Europe. At 
Cushendun the road leaves the coast and 
goes inland to Ballycastle. 
Recently a proposal was 
to extend the coast road to Ballycastle, 
along the seashore, and in this way add 
between fifteen and twenty miles more ol 
seascape. Motorists would then be able 
to go along the coast almost the whole 
distance from Larne to Portrush. 
GOVERNMENT HELP. 

The proposal met with the approval of the 
Ulster Tourist Development Association, and 
the Prime Minister of Northern  lreland, 
when visiting Ballycastle during his recent 
tour, promised Government assistance 

It is understood that the Northern Govern- 
ment was prepared to allow seventy per cent. 
of the labour cost of constructing the road, 
which, when completed, would rank as a 
first-class road, and sixty per cent. of the 
upkeep would be met from the Road Fund 
and forty per cent. by the county at large. 

The Antrim County Council at its last 
meeting, however, rejected the proposal. 
This action was largely influenced by a letter 
from the Right Hon. Ronald McNeill, M-P., 
who has an estate in the neighbourhood, and 
is a large ratepayer, who stated that people 
did not want the new road, which would 
be used by a paltry few, and that the exist- 
ing road from Cushendun to Ballycastle, 
through the mountains, met al! requirements. 

FARMERS AND THE SCHEME. 

At a meeting of farmers and ratepayers of 
the Cushendun district there was strong sup- 
port for the new road scheme, and the An- 
trim County Council was criticised for re- 
jecting it. 

It 18 evident that the last has not been 
heard of the new road scheme, and that -the 
matter will again come before the County 
Council.

HARD-PRESSED ARKLOW 
FISHERMEN. 


PETITION TO DEPARTMENT. 

A petition setting forth grievances of fisher- 
men in the Arklow area in relation to con 
ditions being enforced with regard to renay- 
ments of ioans advanced to them for the 
Luilding and buving of boats and purchase of 
equipment, and appealing for a reviston of 
the repayments, has heen sent to the Ministry 
of Fisheries. Appended are twenty signatures 
for Arklow, twenty-one for Dingle and eight 
for Union Hall. | 

The petitioners state that, owing to depre 
ciation in values and cost of maintenance, 
they find themselves unable to pay their in- 
stalments. Already in most cases they had 
paid an amount more than equivalent to the 
original loan owing to the high cost of insur- 
ances. The bcats had always been fitted out 
for the various fishings by monev and goods 
given on credit by private persons and shop- 
keepers, who, owing to the bad state of the 
fishing for some years past, were in many 
cases owed considerable sums, and were now 
very dubious about giving any further help. 

The petitioners, therefore, appealed to the 
Department to revise the repayments to the 
level of the present values, and to accent such 
repayment bv taking one-cuarter of the net 
profit of each boat after each successful fish- 
ing and after all expenses of the fishing and 
upkeep of the boat had been paid. i 

Accompanving the petition was a letter 
from the Arklow Branch of the Irish Fishe 
men’s Association, whigh pointed out that the 
owners considered that it was a great hard 
ship on them to have instalinents falling due 
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on specified dates, irrespective of the prevail- 
ing state of the fishing, and to have the in 
stalment demands coming in very frequently 
at a time following a fishing from which they 
had returned in debt. i

In the first 
place, as Dr. Purser said at the Midleton 
College dinner, the Protestant middle class 
has declined The process 
began when scores of small estates were 
sold under the Land Purchase Acts; and 
it was expedited horribly by the murders, 
lootings and burnings of the recent period 
of civil war. In the next place, most of the 
surviving schools are being disqualified, 
sorely against their will, for their prime 
duty—to equip their boys for the battle 
of life. The Free State Government 
insists upon such a preference for the 
Irish language in the school curricula that 
only a few beggarly half-hours—if any 
half-hours at all—can be found for the 
study of Greek, French and German. 
Many parents are constrained by lack of 
means tosacrifice their children’s prospects 
to the Gaelic Moloch, but others have 
escaped by flight. The once crowded 
class-rooms of Free State schools are 
vacant because the boys who ought to fill 
them are being educated in England and 
in Northern Ireland. 

The second of these two causes of de- 
cline is the more mischievous and the 
more alarming. If it did not exist, we 
should have good hopes for the revived 
prosperity of the Southern schools. ‘The 
Free State Government—we recognise its 
virtues as well as its failings—has re-

America’s Foreign Affairs.

ment’s foreign embarrassments. During 
the eight years that have passed since 
the eclipse of President Wilson the 
Washington authorities have found plenty 
to occupy their attention on the North 
American Continent, which, by virtue of 
the Monroe Doctrine, has a peculiar 
interest for them. In the first place, 
Mexico again has been giving serious 
trouble. President Calles: is a Socialist, 
with primitive ideas of political ethics ; but 
he is essentially a “strong ” man, and has 
proved his anti-American bias by a series 
of legislative decrees. There have been 
many protests from Washington, but 
Sefior Calles treats them all with contempt. 
He resents any attempt on the part of the 
United States to interfere with Mexican 
affairs; and, but for the admirable 
patience which has been shown by Mr. 
Secretary Kellogg during the last twelve 
months, a most serious situation must 
have arisen. Furthermore, there is trouble 
in Nicaragua. According to Mr. Coolidge, 
the President of that country was unable 
to guarantee the lives and vroperty of 
American citizens, with the result that 
United States marines were landed in 
Nicaragua, where they have been stationed 
now for several months. In addition to 
these. preoccupations, the Government of 
the United States is faced with consider- 
able discontent among the other Republics 
of Central America, which are chafing 
under Washington’s thinly disguised tute- 
lage. President Coolidge claims a virtua! 
mandate over these little Powers, and the 
policy which he and his Muinisters are 
pursuing is gradually uniting all Latin 
the United

For the moment, however, all other 
difficulties are overshadowed by the crisis 
in China. President Coolidge made special 
reference to the condition of affairs at 
Shanghai, declaring that, while his Govern- 
ment it would do 
everything in its power to protect the lives 
and property of American citizens, Un- 
fortunately, while the President was 
making these promises in New York, the 
hands of Mr. MacMurray, the American 
Minister at Peking, were being tied by 
the State Department at Washington. The 
representatives of the five Protocol Powers 
in China have been engaged during the 
last ten days in the drafting of a new 
Note to Mr. Eugene Chen in reply to his 
highly unsatisfactory statement on the 
Nanking outrages. The British, French, 
Italian and Japanese Ministers are in full 
agreement concerning the nature of the 
Note which they propose to send; but, 
although Mr. MacMurray has advised his 
home Government to take common action 
with the others, the Washington authorities 
are causing the most irritating delay. Their 
attitude has brought grave embarrass- 
ment to the other Powers. It has en- 
couraged the Cantonese politicians in their 
policy of defiance, and has infuriated the 
citizens of the United States who reside 
in China. They take the view that they 
and their interests have been thrown on 
the mercy of the British Government, 
which at Shanghai and Nanking alike 
has taken the initiative in the protec-

Rheumatism. 


The dreadful importance of rheumatism 
is forcing itself sternly on public atten- 
tion, A great medical authority bas put 
rheumatism in a class with tuberculosis 
and cancer; against these three diseases 
medical science must maintain its efforts 
without flagging. The ravages of 
rheumatism among the industrial popula- 
tion of Great Britain can be measured in 
the statistics of the National Health 


measures for combating the disease on 4 
greater scale will' be sought and considered. 
It has become evident that heavy expendi- 
ture now, so long as it is made in useful 
ways, will prove more economic than & 
policy of drift, witha steadily mounting 
annual charge on account of benefit pay- 
ments. Relief of suffering and main- 
tenance of national efficiency are wider 
considerations in favour of special 
measures. The number of persons crippled 
in various limbs by rheumatism is increas- 
ing at a great rate. A further cause of 
anxiety is the number of children who are 
affected with heart weakness—a regular 
consequence of rheumatic fever in children. 
Medically, rheumatism is an _ unsatis- 
factory subject. In the active stage of a 
severe attack treatment of any kind may 
be useless, though in some cases injections 
of vaccines, with the object of inducing 
resistance, have been successful. At a 
later stage, when clogged and _ stiffened 
joints need loosening, and starved muscles 
require freer blood circulation, massage, 
baths of “artificial sunlight,’’ and various 
forms of electric treatment are tried. On 
the whole. however, as doctors themselves 
are ready to admit, rheumatism in many 


of its various forms still baffles the dis-- 


covery of successful measures, whether for 
prevention or for speedy cure. Bearing no 
death-sentence, like cancer, and not imply- 
ing a pathetic decline of physical resonrces, 
like tuberculosis, rheumatism has not 
appeared as a field of glory for pioneers 
of merical advance. 


The Best-laid Schemes. 

The island of St. Kilda, forty miles 
from the outer Hebrides, is one of tho 
remotest portions of the European world. 
It has a hundred inhabitants or so, a 
fairly large number of sheep and cattle 
and multitudes of wild fowl. It has also 
a new to distinction home 
of Mus muralis, a species of mouse which 
lives on St. Kilda and nowhere else. Dr. 
Clarence Little, President oí the 
University of Michigan, who has been 
conducting experiments with mice for 
some time, has been hampered in his 
researches by the fact that distinct and 
widely-different forms. do not exist among 
the ordinary house mice. He _ believes 
that the adaptation of Mus muralis to 
an American environment, and its pro- 
gress under different conditions of soil and 
climate, will enable him rougbly to indi- 
cate some of the cHaracteristics of the 
people of the United States a century 
hence. An American message phrases the 
theory somewhat crudely: ‘‘ What works 
out with the mice will work out with the 
population.” Dr. Little will arrive at 
St. Kilda in July, and representatives of 
the species, guarded with the utmost care. 
will be removed to the zoological laboratory 
at Michigan. A Swift or an Anatole 
France might write a fantastic satire on 
the migration of the mice and their re- 
actions to the new world. Will, the 
exhilaration of a climate which enables 
men to work more vigorously and longer 
transform Mus muralis into a Roosevelt 
or a Ford among mice, and will he ever, 
with his newly acquired energy and 
initiative, regret the frugal and contem- 
plative life of the utmost Hebrides? Will 
he become less confident and more intro- 
spective, or will his progress continue 
with unparalleled vigour and _ celerity 
along a single track? This is the part of 
Dr. Little’s experiment that Europeans 
will watch with most interest.

Mr. Seymour Hicks has another big suc- 
cess in “Mr, What's His Name,” which he 
presented at Wyndham’s Theatre.

NEWPORT NEWS, Tuesday. 

Commander Noel Davis, who was pre- 
paring to fly from New York to Paris 
without a stop, was killed when his 
machine, ‘‘ American Legion,’’ crashed 
here to-day. His companion, Lieutenant 
Wooster, also was killed. 

The three-engined mathine, which carried 
4 load of over thirteen thousand pounds, 
ascended early this morning on its final 
trial before the attempt, and when fiying 
up river a few miles from Chesapeake Bay 
engine trouble developed. 

The machine got out of control and fell 
several hundred feet to the ground. 
Neither Commander Davis nor his com- 
panion had time to jump. 

During the world war Commander 
Davis was on the staff of Rear-Admiral 
Strauss, U.S.N., and. was one of his 
principal assistants in laying the mine 
barrage across the North Sea, which was 
one of the outstanding feats of American 
participation in the war. Upon his 
return to the United States the Com- 
mander resigned his commission. 

At Commander Davis’s request, the War 
Department released one of its big bomb- 
ing ‘planes equipped with three Wright 
engines for his use in the New York to 
Paris flight for a prize of £5,000, and 
it was this machine that crashed to-day. 

The biplane had recently been inspeeted 
by the Chief of the Naval Bureau of 
Aeronautics and other experts and pro- 
nounced fit. 

Commander Davis’s announcement of 
his preparations for the trans-Atlantic 
flight was made only a fortnight ago and 
came as a complete surprise to his rivals, 
including Commander Byrd, the Polar air- 
man, who were also preparing for the 
attempt.

Onlookers said that the machine took off 
from Langley Field with difficulty, and 
when only 20 feet in the air attempted to 
clear a line of trees during a right-hand 
turn.

Commander Davis and _ Lieutenant 
Wooster were among the most brilliant 
pilots in the Navy. They were 36 and 32 
years of age respectively.

Some sixty-odd patients of the Leeds

The men protested against the curtail- 
ment of their privileges, and, while the 
pew order was adhered to as concerns 
other days, they were given some conces- 
sion with regard to Saturdays, the hours 
being altered to 2.30 to 5 p.m. 

A MEETING OF PROTEST. 

Yesterday the men who were not bed 
patients, numbering about sixty, held a 
meeting in the billiard room, and 
appointed a deputation of three to wait 
upon the Medical Superintendent. He 
declined to see the deputation, and it is 
stated that the three were shortly after- 
wards sent for and told that they would be 
discharged. 

Thereupon the patients held another 
meeting, and, after passing a resolution of 
protest, walked out of the hospital and 
went home with their spare clothes. Now 
the building is empty except for the bed 
cases. .

MR. COOLIDGE'S SPEECH. 


Referring to the President’s recent speech 
at a journalistic gathering in- New York, 
The Times proceeds :—On American policy 
in China’ Mr. Coolidge was not very en- 
lightening, and how conld he be? For days 
past Washington has been piling up reasons 
fo; hesitation. The President seems most 
earnestly to desire that, in China at any 
rate, the United States should not he 
exposed to the charges of imperialism and 
aggression that are levied against other 
countries unnamed. In this spirit he tends 
rather to understate the American care in 
China, 

It may be true that the majority of 
Americans in China are missienaries, and 
that busine ; men are still in a minority, 
but American commercial interests in China 
are large, and are growing. ‘They grew per- 
ceptibly during the recent boycott of Bri- 
tish goods. Then, too, it is true that 
America has no concessions in China, but 
are not citizens of the United States very 
welcome residents in British. Concessions? 
The Chairman of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council, Mr.. Fessenden, is an American, It 
ought not to be necessary to assume on the 
part of Americans any tinge of remorse for 
their vigorous, successful, and _ perfectly 
legitimate commercial enterprise in China. 

The Chinese extremists do not make the 
fine distinctions that appear to be called for 
in a Presidential speech. At Nanking, an 
American missionary, a true friend of the 
Chinese, was murdered. The other American 
residents were in the gravest danger. They 
were rescued because an American as well 
as a British warship opened fire at the critical 
moment, That was a most enlightening in- 
cident. The clearer voice of America was 
heard then; but when it is a question of 
Notes and policies and deliberate co-operation 
with other Powers there are so many reasons 
for hesitation in far off Washington, where 
the echoes gradually die away.

It is dificult to believe, however, that 
the Government will try the temper Bf 
the Opposition so far, and, as mattera 
stand, the proposal that the House should 
sit later than 10.50 o'clock to-night 1s 
likely to arouse the strongest dissent. 
From one of the Government deputies who 
has something to do with the framing of 
the party time-table, I learnt yesterday 
that the Ministry does not anticipate that 
the Chamber will be required fo depart 
from the practice of sitting nightly until 
that hour.

The article on chemical warfare, regarding 
which complete unanimity has been reached 
by the Preparatory Commission for the Dis- 
armament Conference, was .worded as 
follows :— 

i The high contracting parties. undertake 
to abstain from the use in war of ‘asphyxiat- 
Ing. poisonous, or similar gases, and all 
analagous liquids, substances, or processes. 
They also undertake to abstain from the 
use of all bacteriologtcal methods of warfare. 
They also undertake to abstain from. any pre- 
paresis in nag SE of the methods of 
wartare stated in the precedin ragraph.”’

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PRINCE OF WALES. 
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EXHIBITION OF THE 
CHARLESTON, 
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SEVILLE, Tuesday. 

At the dance given on board the British- 
built Spanish liner, Reina Maria Cristina, 
jast night, the guests included the Prince of 
Wales, the King and Queen of Spain, Prince 
George, and numerous members of the local 
aristocracy. 

The Prince of Wales danced several times 
with Queen Victoria, and, partnered by an 
Lnglish lady, performed the classic Charles- 
ton, which was warmly applauded by the 
delighted spectators. A little later the Prince, 
who appeared to be enjoying himself 
thoroughly, approached the Andalusian 
singers and guitar players, who were render- 
ing the delightful airs of the province known 
the ‘‘Cante Flamenco,” and clapped his 
hands in time with the Spanish dancer who 
was performing the picturesque local dance 
called the '' Seguidilla.’’ 

At two o clock this morning the Prince of 
Wales and the King and Queen of Spain left 
the ship and returned to the Alcazar Palace, 
leaving Prince George at the ball, where he 
danced till dawn. 

This morning the King and Queen, the 
Prince of Wales and Prince George drove by 
motor car to San Lucar de Barrameda, famous 
for its sherriés, where they found that 
trumphal archeg had been erected in their 
honour. The Royal visitors were enthusiasti- 
cally welcomed by the population, and pro-

LOS ANGELES, Tuesday. 

A further stage has been reached in the 
latest Holl wood sensation bv the action of 
the County Grand Jury, which has indicted 
the film actress. Dorothy Mackaye, and Dr. 
Sullivan, of Hollywood, on charges of com- 
pounding a felony and being accessaries after 
the fact in an alleged plot to cover up 
details of the death of the actress’s husband, 
Rav Raymend., 

The latter died in hespital owing, it is 
alleged, to injuries reeeived in a fight with 
Paul Kelly, a film “ juvenile,’’ in the course 
of a quarrel arising ‘out of attentions which 
Kelly is said to have paid to Dorothy 
Mackaye. Kelty has been arrested on a 
charge of manslaughter. 

“UNWILLING COMBATANT.” 

A negro maid, who was an eye-witness of 
the fight, described the dead man as an un. 
willing combatant. Kelly, however, claims 
that he and Raymond sat down on a couch 
to talk things over quietly. but that the 
argument grew heated, and that when Ray- 
mond began cursing and threatening he 
(Kelly) turned upon him and struck him. 
He says that he cannot remember how many 
times he struck him, but that he finaliv 
walked out of the house, leaving Raymond 
a crumpled mass on the floor.—(Reuter.) 
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‘** EMIR OF KURDISTAN.”’ 
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REMARKABLE STORY 
MASQUERADING. 
NICE, Thursday. 

The sentence of six months’ imprisonment 

passed yesterday in the Nice Courts on 
Mohammed Al Raschid, the so-called ‘* Kmir 
of Kurdistan,’’ on the charge of illegally 
wearing French decorations and carrying a 
false passport, recalls a remarkable story of 
masquerading. 
The ‘‘Emir’s’’ real name was Jay Bon- 
son, and he was deported from England in 
1923. following six months’ imprisonment for 
fraud. His arrest at Nice succeeded a 
period of weeks, during which he had made 
himself conspicuous by the gorgeousnéss of 
his uniform and the number of his decora- 
tions. He appeared several times on the 
promenade on a fine charger, to the admiring 
wonder of the crowd. Later, however, police 
inquiries showed that he. did not possess the 
necessary papers of identity, but had a re- 
markable '' diplomatic passport,”’ purporting 
to give him certain powers on behalf of 
Kurdistan, and also several insignia of the 
Legion of Honour, three Allied war badges, 
and other unknown decorations. 

Bonson was formerly employed as a tailor 
in Chicago. Subsequently he posed as the 
son of the Emir Abdulla, and accompanied 
by a woman with a diamond in her nose, 
he was received by the late Fresident Hard. 
lug at the White House. It is stated that, 
in addition to being expelled from England 
and the United States, he had been deported 
trom Switzerland, and has already served 
sentences in France and Germany.—/( Reuter.) 
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HISTORIC SWISS CHALET TO BE 
SOLD.

LUCERNE. 
The Flahli chalet, a romantic old building 
in the heart of the Canton of Uri, is to be 
offered for sale. 
The chalet forms an interesting link with 
the semi-legendary Swiss national hero. 
William Tell, quite unsuspected by the great 
majority of tourists who, during the summer, 
make holiday in the Canton. 
It occupies the summit of an isolated rock 
at the mouth of the Maderaner Valley, amid 
forest and mountain scenery of rare grandeur. 
It was on this rock that the famous 
castle of Zwing-Uri was built in the 
thirteenth century by the _ tyrannical 
Austrian bailiff of Uri, Count Gessler, before 
his power was overthrown bv Tell at the head 
of the men of the Cantons Uri, Unterwalden, 
and Nidwalden—an act which resulted in the 
foundations being laid of the Swiss Confedera. 
tion as ‘t exists to-day. Vestiges of the 
ancient fortifications are discernible about 
the chalet. 
For the last few vears the Flihlj chilet has 
been the property of an association of German 
artists, who used it as.a holiday home. It is 
probable that it will now be purchased either 
ty the Cantonal authorities of Uri or by the 
neighbouring commune of Silenen.

RESOLUTIONS. 


LABOUR PARTY AND THE 
TEA DUTY. 


FOREIGN MOTOR TYRES. 


From Oug PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The House of Commons was very quiet to- 
day: At its reopening. Very few members 
troubled to take up » ie in the early morn- 
ing, and, when the House opened, the seats 
bearing cards showing that they had been 
reserved were few. 

Mr. Baldwin was present, and received 
a sympathetic cheer from his followers when 
he rose to answer a question. He said that 
the Government was not in a position to 
make any statement as to the date when it 
could offer proposals for the reform of the 
House of Lords. Mr. Baldwin also said that 
the question of a combined Ministry of De- 
fence. and. General Staff would not be given 
further consideration. 

In reply to another question, Mr, Baldwin 
said that he was not in a position to state 
whether the Minister of ‘Transport, the 
Minister of Mines, and the Secretary for the 
Overseas Trade Department would continue 
to hold their offices to the end of the pre- 
sent session. -Full information would 
given when the necessary legislation was in- 
troduced, 

THE DUTY ON TEA. 

When the House considered the Budget re- 
solutions on report, a gallant but futile at- 
tempt to induce the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to reduce the duty on tea was made 
by the Labour Party; - Mr. Alexander, in 
proposing a reduction from fourpence to a 
penny, spoke of tea as a prime necessity for 
the working-classes, biseach hard hit by in- 
direct taxation, and he suggested that the 
Chancellor would be wise to accept the 
amendment, as in the long run he would lose 
practically nothing owing to a largely in- 
creased consumption. Now was the time 
when the Chancellor had the chance of show- 
ing that he intended to carry out his long- 
standing promise of a free breakfast-table. 

NO REDUCTION, 

Mr. Churchill declared the moment unpro- 
pitious for reductions of any kind. Cer- 
tainly the lowering of the tea duty was out- 
s.de the range of practical politics. There 
had been a general strike, and seven months’ 
struggle in the coalfields, and he could not 
but feel that the punishment of a fourpenny 
duty was to some extent deserved. 

Answering criticisms as to the me 
tion oí indirect taxation, he pointed out, that, 
apart from tayxes on Juxuries, such 
as pianos and foreign motor _— cars, 
it was now only 0.3 per cent. above 
that of Mr. Snowden’s Budget. 
He wondered what would be the position of 
a Labour Chancellor of the Exchequer if he 
redeemed pledges which had been made to 
remit. indirect taxation. 

Mr. Snowden supplied the answer in simple 
form. He would put the income tax and 
the super tax back to where Mr. Churchill 
found them. 

Mr.. Mosley. said that if amyone was 

responsible for the coal strike it was Mr. 
Churchill himself, who might very well, in 
the circumstances, have reduced the duty on 
tea and taxed something else—zginger beer, 
for instance. One battleship less each year 
would make up for the loss on the tea duty. 
Mr. David Kirkwood, in a violent denun- 
ciation of the duty, declared that he and 
his friends were there to fight the Govern- 
ment, and they intended to make it as 
awkward for them as possible. 
Mr. Churchill moved the closure, and this 
having been carried, the amendment was re- 
jected by 256 votes to 143, and the resolution 
continuing the tea duty was agreed to after 
another division by 250 votes to 140. 

DUTY ON | .TENT MEDICINES. 

In defending the resolution imposing the 
excise duty on patent medicines, Mr. Ronald 
McNeill argued that experience had shown 
that the tax had ied to no appreciable de- 
crease in consumption, and the inference was 
that people would continue to take their 
specifics, whatever the price charged. 

The resolution was carried without a divi- 
sion, 

Un the a duty on 
foreign motor tyres, ajor Crawford a 
Liberal,. taunted the Chancellor of the 
Excheguer with having made his political 
reputation by his defence of the tenets of 
Free Trade. Mr. R. McNeill, in the absence 
of the Chancellor, observed that nobody 
cared twopence about the dear old arguments 
for Free Trade or Protection. Each case 
was now settled on its merits. 

The resolution was carried by 206 votes to 
125, an amendment on the paper to postpone 
the duty for two years being ruled out of 
urder by the Speaker. 

The resolutions imposing duties on wines 
were agreed to, and the remaining resolutions 
were postponed until to-morrow.

BAILIFF AND GAMEKEEPER 
DEAD. 

‘lwo men—a farm bailfi and a gameleey-:: 
—are dead as the result of a shooting afiair 
which took place yesterday morping on the 
estate of Mr. S. B. H. Chamberlayne, of 
Witherley Hall, near Atherstone, Leicester- 
shire, 

One of the workmen on the estate heard 
several shots at about half-past six o'clock 
A search was made, and Thomas Bull, farm 
bauiff on the estate, was found lying dead 
near the stables in the yard, the gamckeeper, 
Walter Goldsmith, being found dead in the 
grounds with his gun under him. 

There had been friction between the two. 
all it is supposed that they met in a field 
at the rear of the Hall grounds and quar- 
re:led. “Goldsmith is alleged to have levelled 
nis gun at Bull and shot him. As Goldsmith 
turned away he was heard to shout: ‘‘] will 
give vou another, you ——.’’ Then, firing 
a second time, he went to a spinney and shot 
himself, 

Both men appeared to have been killed 
instantaneousiy. Bull was wounded in the 
stomach, and Goldsmith's head was almost 
blown* from his body. Goldsmith, after 
shooting Bull, met one of the stable workmen 
and said: “ It’s all right, George.” 

The two men had been employed on the 
estate for several years. Bull, who was sixty 
years of age, was married a second time 
about a vear ago, and Goldsmith leaves a 
widow and four children.

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COLLECTORS’ 
DILEMMA. 


ARREARS ON. DIVIDED 
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For the first time in many years Longford 
rate collectors are finding it impossible to 
collect the amounts of their warrants. At 
the County Council meeting a deputation out- 
lined the difficulties under which they are 
working. 

Mr, J. J. Brady, Killoe, said that there 
were bankrupt farmers and derelict buildings 
in his district, and the amount that he had 
to lodge at the close of the half-year as irre- 
coverable was more than his position as rate 
collector was worth. 

Secretary—If the collectors can peg 
that the rates are irrecoverable they will 
a refund. i 

Mr. Brady (collector) said that in two in- 
stances in which he paid the rates out of his 
own pocket he had not been refunded. 

Secretary—The Local Government Depart- 
ment was responsible for that. 

Mr. Brady—Is not the Department in favour 
of allowing us to close the collection at the 
end of this half-ycer less the irrecuverable 
rates’? 

Seoretary—There “was 
that effect given to me. 

Mr. McCormack (collector)—-I have several 
cases where debts are more than the proper- 
ties are worth altogether. 

Mr. Mullican (collector) referred to cases 
where he had to pay the rates, as the farms 
were bankrupt. 

The collectors gave the amounts for which 
they were in arrears—McCormack, £100; 
Brady, £40; Mulligan, £20; Kiernan, £36; 
Donohoe, £16. 

Mr. Kiernan said that most of the arrears 
in his district were due on Major Dopping's 
property which had been divided at Derry- 
casson. 

Chairman (Mr. Garahan)—What is the 
meaning of dividing lands if that is how it 
works? 

Mr. “Kenny-—It is a bad prospect

MR. GEORGE FLETCHER AND 
IRISH INDUSTRY. 

One of the greatest difficulties we had to 
contend with had been the want of a sound 
system of national education in the primary 
schools, but, happily, we are in the way of 
getting. it now, remarked Mr. (eorge 
Fletcher, Assistant Secretary of the Technical 
Education Department, at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Cork Rotary Club yesterday, 
when he spoke on the subject of technica! 
education in its relation to industrial develop- 
ment, 

He was, he said, extremely hopeful of a 
great improvement in Irish industries during 
the next few years. Politically they were 
now settled down, and the people s minds 
were turning from politics to things that 
mattered. They had now the Shannon 
scheme, about which there were differences, 
but he felt that the one thing necessary to 
this great development was a market for 
power. He saw two hopeful signs in the 
introduction of cheap power and the possible 
utilisation of peat, and thought that the time 
was coming when, in the towns, it would 
pay people to use peat instead of coal. 

When we have harnessed our rivers, 
said in conclusion, with their flow regulated 
and electric power distributed widely for 
domestic and industrial purposes, we will 
find industries springing up where they were 
unknown before.

VALUE OF COW.-TESTING. 

That Ireland, more than any other country, 
had its appropriate field for specialisation in 
the production of butter and the raising. of 
dairy cattle, was the statement made by Mr, 
D. P. Forde at the first annual meeting of 
Knockavilla (Co. Cork) Cow-Testing Asso- 
ciation. 

Agriculture, he added, was the yreatest 
source of their national potential wealth; but 
it was capable of still more expansion, and 
farmers had ample opportunities for working 
for the common good. 

Mr. J. Forde, the supervisor, submitted 
his report, which showed a membership of 
twenty, with 240 cows on test. During the 
year 1,150 samples of milk were tested. 
Taking the butter fat at ls. 6d. per Ib. and 
separated milk at 1d. per gallon, the average 
earning power for each cow on test was 
£16 15s. 4d. ‘The total milk vield of the 
Associatiou for the year was 99,307 gallons 
of milk and 37,453 Ibs. of butter fat. The 
value of butter fat was £2,809 2s. 6d. and 
the separated milk £331. If the average of 
all the cows was equal to the average of the 
ten best cows in the Association, it would 
mean an extra amount yearly of £1,781 
ls. 10d. for the members. 

Mr. John Twomey urged the members ‘to 
breed from their best cows, and to mate them 
with approved bulls, begotten of a high milk- 
ing strain. 

The Very Rev. P. A. Desmond, P.P., who 
presided, said that agricultural education was 
one of the principal features which kept them 
in tune in their progressive march towards 
national and economic development.

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OBSTACLES TO BE SURMOUNTED 

At the meeting of the Derry Chamber of 
Commerce vesterdav, Mr. J. R. Montgomery 
suggested that the Harbour Board should 
L. approached to provide accommodation 
and facilities for re-establishing Derry as a 
f -euring centre. 

Mr. William McCarter, a member of the 
Harbour Board, said that there were two 
obstacles which it was difficult, if not im- 
possible, to surmount. The first was that 
th only available site*for a fish jetty and 
curing ground was converted during the war 
into a shipyard. The second was the cir- 
cumstances of the industry. The fishing 
ground lay west of Lough Swilly, and, there- 
fore, the most convenient place for landing 
was Buncrana, and so long as the boats could 
land their fish at Buncrana they would not 
do the extra thirty or forty miles steaming 
to Derry, It was desirable to have a fish 
jetty at Derry, but it was not desirable, for 
the sake of such an uncertain business, to 
dc anything that would he prejudicial to 
the still more important industry of ship- 
building.

The imconvenience experienced bv the 
inhabitants of South Down, Armagh, Tyrone, 


compelled to travel to Belfast or Dublin to 
cross to Holyhead has again been brought 
to the fore; and now that the London, 
Midland, and Scottish Railway Company 
have announced that they do not intend to 
make Warrenpoint a port of call for their 
steamers, instead of Greenore, efforts are 
now being made in Newry to induce the 
company to restore the Greenore passenger 
service, in the intereats of the tourist traffic. 

Before the war the company ran a fast ex- 
press train every night from Belfast to Greenore 
in connection with the boat, and people 
from Derry and elsewhere in the North went 
by that route, instead of going by Kings- 
town. At present a cargo boat only plies on 
three days Of the week between Greenore and 
Holyhead.

INVESTIGATION OF 
CRIMES. 


THE POLICE SURGEON'S 
WORK. 
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Dv. Hoyland Smith, a police surgeon, ad- 
dressing the Leeds Luncheon Club yester- 
day on “ Medicine and Criminology,’ said 
that medical examination and investigation 
was a strong weapon in the hands of those 
whose duty it was to control the criminal! in- 
vestigation department. Leeds was the first 
city m the country to ‘number a “forensic 
officer,’ among the members of its police 
force.’ 

A ‘“* forensic 
medical man, 
tions which 


officer,” he explained, was a 
who specialised in all ques- 
brought medical matters into 
relation with law, and he made his own 
investigations ip certain classes of crime. 
For all cases of murder he was brought to 
the scene hefore the body was touched, and 
he made his examination and interviewed all 
witnesses while the trail was yet good and 
fresh. He brought to bear on the problem 
all -his powers of deduction, his knowledge 
of life in all its vicissitudes, his knowledge 
of men and their mannerisms and weak- 
messes, his knowledge of the appearance of 
bodies after violent or natural deaths, and, 
above all those things, the point of view of 
a trained medical observer. 
CLUES THAT MAY BE LOST. 

It was not difficult to imagine how readily 
he would cause ‘‘ atmosphere.” The position 
of the body of the victim, indications of post- 
mortem rigidity, the presence of likely in- 
struments, were all factors which might lead 
to those slender clues, which, in their turn, 
pointed out the murderer. The medical man 
was the only one who could note those 
matters and their significance. It was, 
therefore, essential that he should be on the 
scene before the body had been disturbed. 

The practice in England had been for all 
preliminary investigations to be done by the 
ordinary branch of the C.1.D., who sub- 
mitted them at a later period to the patho- 
logist. They ‘could well understand how 
easily things of the greatest importance. such 
as blood stains, natural and unnatural dis- 
eharges, foreign bodies adhering to the 
wounds, and other things, significant only to 
the medical man, could be missed and per- 
manently obliterated. The body submit%d 
to the pathologist lying in the mortuary, 
divested of clothes, could not possibly con- 
vev with the same significance the manner 
of the death, even though the actual patho- 
logical cause was apparent.

RE-OPENING NOT 
CONTEMPLATED. 

Replying to a communication from the 
Derry Chamber of Commerce in regard to the 
reopening of the Derry shipyard, the pro- 
prietors of the North of Ireland Shipbuilding 
Company, Messrs, Swann, Hunter and Wig- 
ham Richardson, Ltd., wrote that they had 
not had the question under consideration, 

‘Its distance from the headquarters,’ they 
stated, ‘‘makes close supervision more difli- 
cult than in our other works. We shall be 
willing to co-operate with a local company, 
if one is formed’ under competent manage- 
ment, to operate’ the shipyard.”’ 

When -the letter was read at a meeting 
of the Chamber yesterday, the President 
(Mr. D. S. Irvine) said that, while he would 
not say anything to prejudice the position, 
in his opinion Swann, Hunter and Company 
were under a moral, if not a legal, obliga- 
tion to do something in regard to the yard. 
The question of business was not mentioned ; 
for, undoubtedly, they had a great deal of 
business at present. The Derry Corporation 
were almost compelled at the point of the 
bayonet to make very large extensions to 
their electric piant, and to lay special mains 
entirely for the use of the shipyard. The 
ratepayers were paying something like 2d. 
in the £, if not more, on the borrowings 
in connection with the extension The Cor- 
poration. should, therefore, move in the mat- 
ter. 

It was not fair, now that the tide had 
turned in shipbuilding work, that the com- 
pany should try to stave them off with the 
assertion about difliculty of supervision, The 
same difficulty existed before, and there was 
no question about it as long as they were 
making plenty of money. They did make 
plenty of money during the war. They 
took that money out of Derry. The Chamber 
had not the power to put any pressure on

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CULTIVATION OF 
GARDEN VEGETABLES. 
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DEPARTMENT’S LEAFLET. 


Owners of urban and rural gardens and 


plotholders-will be interested in a new leaflet 7 
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called “ The Vegetable Garden” (Leaflet ante 
No. 36), which has just been brought out by 
the Free State Department of Lands 
and Agriculture. It deals with the 
methods of preparing the soil for 
the cultivation of garden vegetables, 
the use of the various kinds of manure, and 
the systematic rotation of crops. Precise in- 
structions are contained in the leaflet for the 
growing of the several classes of vegetables, 
including beans and peas, cabbage of different 
varieties, lettuce, celery, beetroot, onions, 
rhubarb, marrows, roots, and early and second 
early potatoes.

Mr. James Cooper, M.P., addressing a 
meeting’ of Unionist workers at Colebrooke, 
the residence of Sir Basil Brooke, Bart., on 
Monday night, created surprise when he said 
that he was not altogether pleased with Sir 
Charles Falls, M.P., in Parliament.

He did not wish 
to dictate to Sir Charles, but, whether Mr. 
Baldwin liked it or not. both he and Mr. 
Pringle should vote against that bill. He 
would vote for whatever suited themselves, 
and, whether certain young ladies in England 
wanted the vote or not, if it was against the 
interest of his party he would vote against it. 

Sir Basil Brooke—I think Sir Charles Falls 
is hipped about the “ flappers. 

Sir Charles Falls said that he was rather 
surprised to hear Mr. Cooper attacking the 
“ Jappers, ' as he was always rather fond cf 
them. : 

Mr, Cooper—I am a better judge of them N 
than you. (Loud laughter.) 

Sir Charles said that in his opinion women 
were more conservative than men, and the 
more women had the votes the better it would 
be. He thought that girls of 2i were just as 
capable of exercising the franchise as any 
hoy of 21.

lowered the cost of production, and at the 
same time increased’ the value of the 
article that it produced. The ordinary 
trader was entitled to fair play. 

The man who owned his shop was un- 
doubtedly at a disadvantage as against the 
co-operative societjes, because of the larz2 
number of people who had a vcsted in- 
terest in the society and in its success, 
When the time came that the State had 
definitely to interfere on behalf of the 
farmers’ organisation then the State must 
define the limit within which it would in- 
terfere. It must give fair play to both 
sides. 

FINANCE. 

As to the methods of finance, there would 
be, first of all, the share capital, half of 
which would be paid up. That would be 
the nucleus of the fund, and with that 
the bank would start, and would make 
loans against the obligations incurred, in 
particular against the obligations incurred 
on the security of land. 

On the security of the land they would 
be in a position to issue certificates for 
the first £100,000. Loans which the bank 
would make and the certificates it would 
issue must have the approval of the 
Minister for Finance. These certificates 
would reach maturity in a period not ex- 
ceeding forty years. The period might 
vary from five to forty years. A long term 
loan would be for ten years. The certifi- 
cate would cover fifteen years, and the in- 
termediate loan would cover two to three 
years. | 

Certificates would be issued as they were 
required for varying ‘terms—terms which 
would meet the particular needs of the 
country, and of which only the directors 
of the Agricultural Credit Corporation, 
who would actually administer the Act, 
would be the judges. The certificates 
would be issued on the security of obliga- 
tions already entered into in favour of the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation. The 
certificates would be issued only against 
mortgages on land. Mortgage on land 
would include a mortgage on buildings. 

Certificates might be issued up to the 
amount of £7,500,000—or fifteen times the 
paid up capital of the Corporation. That 
was considered to be sufficient. The Bank- 
ing Commission s report made no sugges- 
tion that the amount of certificates to be 
issued by the Corporation should be 
limited in any way. The only limitation 
that the Commission suggested was that 
the Corporation should not lend more than 
£1.000,000 on these certificates in any one 
vear. If it was found that the limitation 
was too natrow—and he did not think it 
would—it could be altered afterwards by 
legislation, but his own view was that it 
would be a long time before they would 
find it necessary to put the Corporation in a 
position to make wigger loans than were 
allowed under the bill as it stands. 

GUARANTEED BY STATE. 

The certificates would be guaranteed by 
the Minister for Finance both as regards 
interest and sinking fund, and before they 
were issued they must be submitted to the 
Minister for Finance for his approval. They 
wonld have as their security the goneral 
assets of the corporation, and also the specific 


and other obligations owned by the corpora- 
tion and lodged with the trustees. 

The organisation of the Corporation was 
strictly hased on the report of the Banking 
Commission. . The only difficulty that he 
foresaw in regard to financing the corpora- 
tion was the difficulty that certificates might 
only be issued as against mortgages on land. 
Land was found not to be the very best 
security, hut it was an ideal security on & 
certificate with a date of ten years. It was 
rather difficult to get suitable security on 4 
loan tha® wag to extend over ten or fifteen 
years. The general assets of the co-operative 
creamery would give a sounder security than 
any mortgage on land. | ' 

He could suggest no unsounder security 
than mortgages on land, and he thought that 
the section dealing with the matter ought io 
he altered so as to give the corporation 4 
discretion as to the securities that they would 
wish to hold, and against which they would 
issue certificates. There would be little 
danger of the shortage of capital. It had 
been considered by the Banking Commission 
and the Agricultural Commission that nothing 
would do more to extend the securities which 
the farmer had for the purposes of obiaining 
credit than some system of chattel mortgage. 
He had attempted to deal with the question 
in Sections 19 to 25, following closely the 
recommendations of the Kanking Commission. 

CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 

A mortgage might be a general mortgage 
on chattels, a floating mortgage, or a specific 
mortgage, and the floating mortgage might, 
of course, in the course of its operation be 
made specific for the purpose of recovering 
this mortgage in the personal property of 
the farmer, his cattle, sheep, and the live and 
dead stock generally of the farm. 

Obviously, chattel inortgages would be sunt- 
able only for short term credits and inter- 
inediate term credits. The Report suggested 
that the credit corporation should be enabled 
to take such a mortgage, and it also sug- 
gested that the mortgage should be secret. 
in that the Banking Commission followed 
closely on the lines of the report of the 
English Mimstry in regard to agricultural 
mm á He believed that that particular type 
of mortgage would lose a Jot of its usefulness 
and would not be as widely followed as it 
should be if it were open.

A FARMER'S VIEW. 

Mr. Heffernan (Farmers’ Party) said thet 
he approved the principle of the Bill. Some 
improved system of egricultaral credit was 
ne age se ae banks were bey 
ormed for the purpose of sa ing agricul- 
tural credit; they lais; sutablahed that for 
meeting the interests of the commercial! and 
trading community. In his opinion the banks 
had not gone as far as they ought to have 
gone; they had not endeavoured to get into 
touch ‘with the farmers of the country as they 
should have done. i 

So far as he could see the Agricultaral 
Credit Corporation would not get, inte touch 
with the* mdividual farmer except through 
the co-operative societies or through the cxist- 
ing Joint Stock Banks. It was not the in- 
tention of the Bill that the Agricultural 
Credit Bank should be a Government institu- 
tion, but there were certain possibilities that 
it might be controlled by the Government, 
because the Minister might nominate the 
majority of the directors. Co-operative socie- 
ties that sold «boots, elothing and groceries, 
in addition to agricultural implements,’ would 
not be entitled to loans under the Act. He 
thought that the effect of that would not be 
good. The farmer had to live in order to 
produce, and by selling these things the co- 
operative societies were helping to reduce the 
cost of living. 

SUGGESTED COMPOSITION. 

Mr. T. Johnson (Labour) said that if the 
banks were not prepared to meet the debtors 
in regard to existing loans, it should be made 
clear that the new Corporation ought not to 
be used to enable the banks to relieve them- 
selves of liabilities of which they would be 
very’ glad to be relieved. ‘The only way to 
meet the situation was for the banks to face 
the liabilities, and meet these credits by 
composition. The banks had the responsi- 
bility, and it would ease the economic situa- 
tion if such an arrangement could be made. 
Generally speaking, the bill was good, and 
should be given the fullest possible trial. 

Mr. P. W. Shaw described the bill as the 
most necessary and important that had been 
introduced for many years. 

Mr. P. Baxter (Farmers) said that he hoped 
that the bill weuld be put into operation with- 
out delay, but he thought that it was unwise 
to. herald it as a measure which would make 
everything right for the farmer. The best 
credit facilities could not be a panacea for all 
the ills of the agriculturist. On the adminis- 
tration of the bill would depend its failure or 
success. 

To his mind. the men who were in greatest. 
need of help at the moment were the thousands 
of farmers whose lands had heen depleted of 
stock, and who had very little credit. How 
far the bill would serve as an instrument to 
put the farmers in poor areas in a position 
to carry on. and enable them to produce more 
from their land, remained to be seen. 


DIFFICULTY OF SECURITY. 

He thought that the greatsst difficulty 
would be in the matter oí .ré-stocking the 
waste lands. Farmers, honest men, would 
find it difficult to give security. Would they 
get eredit if security was not forthcoming? 

Mr. Hogan—No. 

Mr. Baxter said that the bill would bring 
them no relief. The way out of the difficulty 
was that the men could get together in credtt 
societies and raise the necessary capital on 
their joint security. If that could not he 
done hundreds of farmers would be placed in 
such a position that the security they could 
give individually would be of little value. 
What security could they give! 

Mr. Hogan—The security of the land. 

Mr. Baxter said that there were thousands 
of farmers in such a position that they could 
not pay their annuities for their farms. If 
the sheriff seized their stock where was their 
security’? If those men could he hel by 
loans for the purpose of enabling them to 
produce more it would be a good thing. There 
were men who would rather remain in want 
than declare openly that they required capital 
for the working of their farms. How were 
the banks going to deal with the matter? 
Did the Minister recognise the necessity of 
helping the co-operative societies out of the 
difhoulty? If some action to that end was 
not taken the consequence would be bad for 
the farmers and dangerous to the stability 
and credit of the State. . 

Would it not be better from the point of 
view of the Banks themselves that they should 
recognise that they could not bring disaster 
on a wide stretch of country and on the 
citizens of the State without also running the 
risk of creating instability, and worse? The 
tenant farmer of 200 acres, with his relatives 
and friends, could not be turned out without 
creating a very bad spirit—a spirit of revolt. 
He thought that the situation was sufficiently 
serious fo warrant action being taken by the 
Minister similar to the efforts he had already 
made with success. 

THREE CLASSES. 
Wolfe said that ' the 
affect those farmers who, about the 
year 1920, bought their fayms at 
exorbitant prices and failed to pay 
their annuities. It would also help those who 
suffered the loss of their stock through dis- 
ease in 1924-25. <A third class was composéd 
of the new farmers who had been made under 
the Land Act, 1925, and who were in a worse 
condition than either of the other two classes, 
because they had no cattle of any sort, and 
who were hanging on hoping and trusting 
that something might turn up.

ELECTORAL BILL. 
THE HOURS OF POLLING. 


Moving the second stage of the Electoral! 
(Amendment) Bill, Mr. Burke, Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, ex- 
plained that the measure was largely con- 
sequential, and was intended fo give effect 
to the recent alterations in the Constitution. 
Mr. Johnson, referring to the 9 am. to 
8 p.m. hours of polling, said that all the 
necessary requirements would be met if a 10 
a.m. hour of opening of polling booths were 
fixed for town and cou , and a 10 p.m. 
closing in cities, and, perhaps, 9 p.m. im the 
country. He would sareaaty. urge, however, 
that the polling booths should remain open 
until 9 p.m., whether in town or country, 

He also urged upon the Minister the 
Dail that the: conditions requiring a can- 
didiate to receive one-third of the quota 
before having his deposit returned 
was unnecessarily severe, and in some places 
worked out inequitably. He saggested the 
desirability of an amendment making the 
deposit returnable on the candidate obtaining 
one-fifth of the quota with 1,500 or 2,000 
votes. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that it would 
have been more advisable to have had the 
bill based on the report of a committee re- 
presenting al! parties, instead of on a report 
made by officials. In thaí case the measure 
would have more force behind if. ' Only 
eleven polling hours were allotted, although 
the process of voting was slow and compli- 
cated, and he considered that thay should 
have at least the same hours as in England 
—thirteen hours—where the process of voting 
was distinctly simpler. 

DEPOSITS. 

On the question of deposits, he urged that 
the law should be changed. In County 
Dublin, for instance, a candidate required 
at least 2,000 votes before he could secure 
the return of his deposit. He did not know 
how much the Minister for Finance had 
calculated on receiving from that source—-- 

Mr. Blythe—-£2,500. 

Major Cooper—The Minister astonishes me 
by the small amount of his estimate. He 
will at least get £10,000 as the law now 
stands. 

Continuing, he said that he thought that 
the Minister for Local Government could 
make it 1,000 votes without seriously disturb- 
ing the calculations of the Minister for 
Finanee. He regretted that in the bill there 
was no reform of the existing registfation. 
He did not think that the present form was 
suited to the conditions of “the country, 
because it was performed im most parts cf 
the country by irresponsible people and not 
servants of the State. 

He also raised the question of a redistri- 
bution of seats, and said that there was a 
provision in the Constitution that after a 
census there should be a : .distribution of 
constituencies. That had not been done, and 
be did not think that the existing constitu 
encies were in many cases laid out on the 
wisest lines. The two-county constituencies 
in some cases might be separated. 

President Cosgrave said that the 1927 
register would probably be the best produced 
in this country, and the 1930 register would 
be the best produced in any country. 

Mr. Good agreed that there had been a 
very marked improvement in the preparation 
of the recent registers. In regard to hours 
of polling, he pointed out that many work- 
men went to the country in the morning and 
did not return until late at night, and ha 
suggested that the opening hour should ba 
8 oclock in the morning, in order to give 
them an Bhosca of voting before going 
to work. He was net in favour of an exten- 
sion Of the hours at night. 

Mr. A. Byrne said that the Government 
ought to supply the electors with their 
numbers on the register. He also sybmitted 
that the Dublin constituencies were far teo 
large. 

The motion for the second reading was 
agreed to. The committee stage was fixed 
for Friday.

CORK FOOTBALLER’S DEATH. 


A verdict of accidental death was returned 
at an inquest in Cork yesterday on the want 
of John Glavin, South View, Ballinloug 
road, who died from injuries received while 
playing in a foothall match at Douglas on 
Sunday. There was no suggestion of rough 
play, and no blame was attributed to anyone. 
The eyidence showed that Glavin dribbled 
the ball, and when the goalkeeper jumped to 
catch the ball as Glavin attempted to lift it 
over his head, his knees struck Glavin in the 
stomach. Glavin was unable to play any 
further, and walked home. He had to be 
conveyed to the infirmary later, and died on 
the following day from shock and perfora- 
tion of the intestige.

secret mortgage there would be a central 
register In Dublin, which would be available 
to the banks and the credit corporation. 

It was obvious that a mortgage of that sort 
—a mortgage on live stock--would be very 
hard to protect. The idea was that when a 
farmer got @ on live stock he should 
only sell his stock with the consent of the 
mortgagee; or, mately, that after selling 
the live stock he should, in accordance with 
the terms of the mortgage liquidate the debt 
and pay the money to the bank. That, of 
course, was essential, and must be provided 
for. It was also provided that the purchaser 
of goods such as live stock, which were sub- 
ject to a chattel mortgage, in the open 
market should give a good title. 

PENALTIES. I 

There were provided penalties against the 
mortgagor ‘who obtained a chattel mortgage 
by false pretences or statement, or who after 
obtaining the mortgage broke any of its con- 
ditions. , 

If a man disposed of his stock the creditor 
would he in a difficult position. He had no 
other security except it was made a criminal 
offence for the mortgagor to obtain a mort- 
gage by false pretences or false statements, 
or, after making it, break any of the terms 
of the mortgage. Those are also the terms 
of the American Act which deals with agri- 
cultural and chattel mortgages. He regarded 


‘| these provisions as important. 


It was the view of the Agricultural Credit 
Commission of 1914, whose report was really 
a classic ou the subject, that the chattel 
mortgage would be extremely useful ta the 
small farmer. He held that it should be 
secret. There was an added reason in the 
Free State for it, and that was that ‘while 
they had good land with clear titles, every- 
thing, in fact, that would-go to make lend 
mortgagable, nevertheless land was not a good 
security with the banks, If the farmer was 
short of crédit now there were, of course, 
good reasons for it. Farmers everywhere 
were short. Banks were unwilling to lend, 
but there was an additional reason in the 
Free State, and that was the unwillingness 
of a mortgagor who happened to be a farmer 
to let the bank sell him out. | 
If the ordinary farmer could net get credit 
it was largely because he winked at other 
farmers and tried to “ced” the banks. 
“You will never have reasonable cheap 
credits in this country,” said Mr. Hogan, 
‘until the whole point of view in regard to 
land held as security 
leoked on as a crime, 
attempt by force to 
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terest would be on the loans and how many 
years the loans would be spread over. The 
general feeling was that there would be con- 
sideration and mercy shown by the Corpora- 
tion that was to be set up—a body that would 
not be out to make money, as the banks were 
doing.
